“SELL COTTON GRADUALLY,” 
BANKERS WILL TELL: FARMERS 


Texan Outlines Object of Conference 
Called in New Orleans on 
Dec. 6 and 7. 

CORPUS CHRISTI, Tex., Nov. 20.— 
Back of the Cotton States Banker’s con- 
ference to be held in New Orleans Dec. 
6 and 7, is the idea, voiced by Joseph 
Hirsch, banker of this city, “sell it grad- 
ually.”” Reference is, of course, solely 
to the cotton crop. The conference was 
called by Hirsch, who is president of the 
Texas Bankers’ Association, and who 
has been the prime mover in bringing 
bankers and agriculturists into closer 
business relations, from which such vast 
good has been accomplished. 

Touching the New Orleans conference 
and its purposes, Hirsch, said: 

“Last year the South produced nearly 
11,000,000 ‘bales of cotton, the greatest 
crop in its history. Conservative busi- 
ness men all over the union believed that 
as a result of the European war and the 
enormous crop this was between 3,500, v00 
and 56,000,000 bales in excess of the 
world’s needs. Yet, despite such antici- 
pations as the placing of an embargo on 
our shipping—despite the fact that the 
1914 crop was the largest ever produced 
~—we find that the world has consumed 
the greatest amount of cotton in history. 
“With a short crop this year, variously 
estimated at from 10,000,000 to 12,500,000 
bales, the indications point to a reduc- 
tion of the visible supply to the very 
minimum. /

gradually. Don't sell in three months 
What the world uses in 12. If you need

MANN 1S INVITED 
BY PRESIDENT 10 
DISCUSS DEFENSE 


Republican House Leader Says 
He Is Willing to Consult, but 
Will Not Take Orders. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—President 
Wilson_today asked Senator Gallinger 
and Representative Mann, Republican 
leaders of the Senate and House, re- 
spectively, to confer with him before 
the opening of Congress on legislation 
for national defense. The time of the 
conference will be arranged to suit the 
two leaders. 

The President sent the invitations in 
accordance with his announced plan in 
making the fight for military prepared- 
ness along nonpartisan lines. 

Representative Mann made a state- 
ment on the President’s proposal. “‘The 
President may give orders to the Dem- 
ocrats in Congress,’ said he, ‘‘but he 
certainly cannot call me to the White 
House to give orders. I am perfectly 
willing to consult with him; but not to 
go up there to be told to do what he 
has decided upon Everybody is for 
preparedness, of course, but I am not 
willing to say what attitude the Repub- 
licans in the House will take toward 
the administration’s defense program 
until I know just what it is from the 
documents, not from the newspapers.

WOMAN CANNOT BE ARRESTED 
FOR INTEMPERANCE IN HOME 


New York City Supreme Court So 
Rules in ‘Habeas Corpus 
Proceedings. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—The police 
have no right to enter a woman’s home 
even with a warrant, and arrest her 
for intemperance; nor has a magistrate 
a right to commit her, the appellate 
division of the Supreme Court of New 

York City has decided. 

The ruling was made in sustaining a 
writ of habeas corpus obtained by Mrs. 
Mary B. Olin, who was arrested last 
May at the instance: of her husband, 
Frank E. Olin, on a charge that she 
had been intemperate for two years 
Mrs. Olin swore the charges were un- 
true. 

In writing the principal opinion Jus- 
tice Laughlin says: ‘“‘The police huve no 
jurisdiction to invade private premises 
to arrest women who may be intem- 
perate. There was no evidence before 
the Magistrate showing that Mrs. Olin 
tad been intoxicated in a public place.’

PROGRESSIVES OF

George W. Perkins and Judge 
Nortoni Declare for a Na- 
tional Ticket in 1916. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. %®.—Two 
leaders of the Progressive party, one 
in the State and one in the nation—told 
a conference of Missourl members who 
gathered here today that the Progres- 
sives should have a national ticket in 
1916. One of the speakers, George W. 
Perkins, chairman of the National Ex- 
ecutive Committee, said the only thing 
for the party to do was continue its or- 
ganization and have its ticket in 1916. 
The other, Judge Albert D. Nortoni of 
St. Louis, said he-was in favor of se- 
lecting Roosevelt and Johnson as stand- 
ard bearers for another national strug- 
gle. 

“So long as things are as they are 
there is only one thing the Progressives 
can do, and that they will do—continue 
their party organization and have a na- 
tional ticket in the field next year,”’ 
said Perkins. ‘‘The National Committee 
of the Republican party is composed of 
substantially the same individuals as it 
was in 1912 and what i smore important 
the men hold the same views as in 1912. 
Can they expect to attract the Progres- 
sive voters of the country on that basis? 

“Mr. Wilson and the Democratic ad- 
ministration must carry the borden of 
being personally responsible for utterly 
discrediting American national honor. 
The seed sown in the Wilson Mexican 
policy has reaped the Lusitania and our 
present complicated foreign relations. 
We have had pretty notes, but the Lu- 
sitania demands have ont been satis- 
fled.’’

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—Inspectors of 
the State Bureau of Industrial Hygiene 
began today an examination of 20 fur- 
making shops, most of them in the low- 
er East Side of the city, as a precaution 
against anthrax. 

The inquiry results from the death of 
Miss Sophie Rosen, who is believed to 
have been infected with anthrax germs 
from a neckpiece madé of cat's fur. Cat 
furs on Long Island and other sections 
near by will be examined and any in- 
fected animal will be killed.

“Almost at the same ins.ant the sub- 


marine was sighted a shell struck the 
sea 20 yards from my ship. The subma- 
rine was then several kilometers away. 
It steamed toward us, firing furiously, 
aiming especially at our wireless, which 
I saw cut and dangling. 

“I ordered the boats lowered. The 
passengers were panic-stricken and be- 
yond control. The first boat capsized 
and all the occupants were drowned. 
The second lifeboat had hardly reached 
the water when it was struck by a shel! 
The third boat was finally lowered, after 
an accident which had caused severa! 
persons to fall overboard. 

“The submarine kept shelling us unt) 
the Ancona ceased moving and only 
stopped firing when she was within 2) 
yards of us. By then nearly ali on 
board already were insthe boats or had 
jumped overboard with lifebelts. 

“The shells had taken the Ancona by 
enfilade from prow to stern and had 
traversed the officers’ saloon and sev- 
eral cabins. Going through, I fotind 
about 30 people still on board and gave 
the order for the last lifeboat to be low- 
ered with the second officer, some of the 
crew and the rest of the passengers. 

“The submarine then dischatged a 
torpedo. I stood on deck waiting for 
the shock, The torpedo hit us forward 
between the first and second water- 
tight compartments. The terrific 
shock made a gaping hole and the 
vessel began to sink. 

“It was at this moment that 
submarine, a large boat, whose 
tionality was then unknown to 
hoisted an entirely new flag of 
Austrian colors. 

The first officer and myself start- 
ed to climb. down a cable, but the 
side of the steamer rose in the air 
and we were obliged to jump into the 
sea and swim to a lifeboat. The sea 
was littered with people and wreck- 
age. We saved séveral more. Mean- 
time the Ancona sank. 

“We continually sent up signals, 
but it wags not until the following 
mornig that we met the French 
steamer Pluton, which took the or- 
cupants of five lifeboats and left us. 
We continued our route southward 
and in the evening landed. on the 
Island of Zembra.”

Old Liberty Beff 


Hitt Liberty Bell was cast in 
Kngland in 1782. It was 
brought to America, and was 


soon cracked. It was recast in 1753 
in Philadelphia, with more copper, 
and hung in the tower of the old 
Statehouse, now known as Inde 
pendence Hall. 

The Bell is inscribed 
prophetic Biblical werds, taken 
from the Book of Leviticus: ‘Pro- 
Claim Liberty Througiout all the 
Land Unto All the Inhabitants 
Thereof.”’ 

When the Deciaration of Inde- 
pendence was under discussion in 
the statehouse, July 4, 1776, the 
people of Philadelphia waited out- 
side for the news of the decision. 
According to a tradition which no 
one would venture to question in 
the hearing of 4 Philadelphian, the 
ringing of the Liberty Bell gave the 
first announcement, to the waiting 
crowd, that the Declaration had 
been signed. 

Hk Bell remained in its place, 
Ty and was rung on great public 
occasions. It was cracked 
while being tolled on the day of 
Chief Justice John Marshall's fu- 
neral, in 1835. The Bell retained 
much of its tone, and its use on 
rare occasions was continued until 
Washington’s Birthday, 1843, when 
the crack so widened as nearly to 
destroy the sound. 

The, Bell has since heen on exhi- 
bition in Independence Hall, ex- 
cept for seven journeys to exposi- 
tions. These journey: were to New 
Orleans in 1884, Chicago in 1893, At- 
lanta in 1895, Charleston in 1902, 
soston in 1903.

Baltimore Catholic Review, the organ 
of Cardinal Gibbons. ‘the statement, 
written by the editor, Mgr. C. F, 
Thomas, is in part as follows: 
“The results of operations—serious 
ones—are always uncertain, no matter 
how confident a physician may be. For 
it too often happens that operations, 
even under favorable conditions, do not 
succeed and the. patient dies. Opera- 
tions are generally regarded as means 
of last resort. 
“A physician may be excused if he 
does not try an operation even if he 
has what he thinks gvod reasons for 
believing that his work might be suc- 
cessful. He can never be absolutely 
certain. He is under no moral obliga- 
tion to perform operations. 
“The circumstances of the Chicago 
ease are not all known. But the de- 
formation of the child ‘might have been 
such that an operation could be con- 
sidered a very extraordinary means of 
prolonging its life. In that supposition 
no one could be blamed if the child was 
let die according to nature, especially 
as, notwithstanding the published state- 
ments of physicians that the life could 
be saved, there is. no certainty about 
that.

well-known trait which makes one as- 
sured before strangers, but shy among 
home folks. As the orchestra played the 
introduction to Vieuxtéemps’ Concerto 
No. 5, in A Minor,” the soloist, waiting 
for his cue, impatiently fingered the pas- 
sages the violins were playing, remind- 
ing one of a high-strung horse at the 
start of a race. 

He had played but a few notes when 
the interest felt in him as an attractive 
youth in a romantic situation began 
shifting to the remarkable gifts he was 
revealing as an artist. The Vieuxtemps 
Concerto is largely a show piece for the 
violin and it abounds in dazzling feats 
of technique. These Stoessel met and 
dispatched with the aplomb of a veteran 
and with a certainty and confidence 
which thrilled his hearers. Then, in the 
slow, lyric passages, he moved them 
with his rich, pure tones, full of warmth 
and tenderness and instinct with poetry 
of feeling. The concerto ended in a 
perfect blaze of technical fireworks and 
left the conviction that here was a 
young man clearly destined in time to 
take his place among the elect of vio- 
linists. 

Powers at Their Best in Encore. 

The audience was frankly delighted 
with his performance, to the extent that 
more than once, when the solo part 
rested for a time and the orchestra took 
up the music, several persons seized 
the opportunity to applaud. There 
was a spontaneous outburst of handclap- 
ping at the end, and it was so insistent 
that, after several returns to the stage 
to bow his acknowledgements, Stoessel 
granted an encore, Beethoven’s ‘‘Ro- 
mance No. 1,’’ in which the singing 
tones from his bow and his power of 
feeling appeared at their best. 

But first an incident occurred which 
for a moment made him again a boy 
rather than a skilled artist. At the end 
of the concerto an usher hurried to the 
footlights with a huge bouquet of flow- 
ers. The audience, used to seeing that 
form of test{monial given only to women 
artists, found this diverting and laughed 
good naturedly. Stoessel, blushing like 


a schoolboy, hastily seized the bouquet 
and bore it away behind the wings. 

The orchestral program consisted of 
Goldmark’s Overture, “In the Spring,” 
a “Lyric Poem for the Orchestra,” by, 
Theodor H, Bohlmann of the Cincinnati 
Conservatory of Music, which was 
played for the first time in St. Louis, 
and Tschaikowsky's “Fourth Sym- 
phony.”’ 

Poor Imitation of Bird Siuaging. 

The Goldmark composition is in the 
light, melodious style of the Viennese 
school, with nothing orofound or mov- 
ing. but exuberantly gay and with a 
brilliant ¢limax at the end. Its imi- 
tations of bird music in the spring are 
a jest compared’ with the use of bird 
songs in Sullman Kelley’s “New En- 
gland Symphony.” In the latter the 
composer really knew how and wha: 
birds sing; but Goldmark was content 
to imitate them with chirrups from the 
flutes. 

Bohlmann's musical poem had an ex- 
<ellent melody for its theme, but at 
times he involved it in sueh a thicket 
of orchestration that only the shrill 
cutting edge of the trumpet was able 
to clear a way out for the idea. Con- 
scientiously he avoided any semblance 
of the conventional or commonplace, 
beth in his harmonies and in his use of 
the instruments, but at times he stood 
suv erect as to lean backwards. The re- 
sult was one of those irritating pieces 
which you feel sure has something to 
say, but which does not quite succeed in 
becoming articulate. Prof. Bohimann 
was présent, and was called to the stage 
tc receive the audience's tribute to the 
composer. 

From a strictly artistic point of view, 
the most ‘“‘worth while’ part of the pro- 


gram was Techaikowsky's great sym-, 


phony, which he wrote as his expres 
sion of thanks to a rich Russian widow, 
Nadejfda von Meck, whom he never mt, 
but whe rescued him from miserable 
poverty by bestowing upon him an an- 
nuity of 6000 rubles. The composer de- 
scribes his utter wretchedness and deso- 
lation in the heartrending andante soste- 


ruta; the melancholy dreams of his 
youth in a lovely andantino; the emerg- 
ence of hope and gaiety in the famous 
echerzo pizzicato, and his paean of grat- 
itude In @ magnificent finale, allegro 
con fuoco. 

The orchestra’s performance of this 
work was intensely stirring, with the ex- 
ception that, at the end of the andan- 
tino, the effect was impaired by a mis- 
hap among the French horns, two of 
whom are new men. Director Zach has 
bad trouble with this section since the 
season opened, and did not conceal his 
annoyance at the weird blasts which dis-

Complaints of High Prices. 

From every part of Germany come in 
increasing number complaints ‘of ever 
mounting cost of living—especially of 
eating—and coupled with them more and 
more frequently the charge that the 
middleman is to blame, and that specu- 
lation, not shortage of food, is respon? 
sible for jacking up prices to an un- 
precedented height. 

Scarcely a day goes by but the food 
question is aired in an least one of the 
newspapers. The middleman refutes the 
charge that he is at fault quite as reg- 
ularly as it is made, with the result, as 
the Tageblatt said, that the more earn- 
estly the true explanation is sought, the 
more muddled becomes the whole sub- 
ject. 

Butter has been the latest commodty 
to go up. It had reached the 3-marks-a- 
pound (75 cents) figure and was ad- 
vancing daily when the authorities 
stepped in and anchored the price at 2 
marks, 80 pfennigs, where it still re- 
mains. There is, further, a strong agt- 
tation for the Government seizure of all 
butter, just as grain and other things 
have been seized and then dealt out 
equably and systematically. 

Rabbits Are Scarce, 

October is the rabbit season in Ger- 
many, and it has been expected this 
vear particularly, as the people were in 
need of this usually inexpensive yet ap- 
petizing food. When the season opened, 
however, it was found that rabbits were 
scarce instead of plentiful, and were +o 
be had only at prohibitive prices—rang- 
ing from 5.0 to 7 marks ($1.37 to $1.75). 
It was charged that the middlemen had 
been holding back the supply with intent 
to increase the prices, but that charge 
is met by the assertion that the number 
of hunters-this year is smaller than 
ever before and the number of rabbits 
shot is correspondingly smaller. Hence, 
by the law of supply and demand, prices 
have gone wp. It is also pointed out 
that ammunition, guns and. equipment 
for the hunt are dearer than ever. 

The recent experience of a_ Berlin 
banker indicates that there may be some 
truth in the charges against the middle- 
men. He purchased a pullet in a Berlin 
game store at 3.75 marks ,a pound, his 
protest being met with the assertion 
that the farmer’s country price was so 
high that it was impossible to retail the 
bird for less. Yet the next day he found 
he was able to buy a similar fowl! in 
a suburb for 1.30. He took both birds to 
tho chef of a big Berlin restaurant and 
was assured that in weight, quality and 
every other particular the two were

“Such a development is bound to have 
the most unfavorable consequences for 
our people and our economics. Man 
needs a certain amount of fat for his 
nourishment. Especially for that por- 
tion of the people which docs .»eavy 
physical labor is fat indispensable for 
replacing expended physical strength in 
order that, on the one hand, its health 
mmay be maintained and, on the other, 
that it may be kept in condition to do 
its work continuously. The workers arv 
especially keyed up in a way during the 
war that makes powerful nourishmens 
imperative. Especially is this the case 
with the miners. A minimum cf then 
must do the utmost possible work. 

‘The proposed.measures announced by 
the imperial. government for supplying 
cheap potatoes removes the necessity of 
going into that subject now. We wish 
nevertheless to express the urgent wish 
that the supplying may begin as soon 
as esomgecia and. at low prices.”

Memorial Made of Huge Boulder 
of Ozark Granite With 
Two Tablets. 


PUBLIC EXERCISES HELD 


Speeches Made on Life of Great 
Missourian—Gift of Benton 
Chapter D, A. R. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 20.—A huge 
boulder of Ozark granite bearing two 
bronze tablets, was dedicated here to- 
day to the memory of ‘Thomas Hart 
Benton, “teacher, lawyer, soldier, ed- 
itor, scholar and United States Senator 
from Missouri for 30 vears.’””’ The me- 
morial is the 7 t of the Elizabeth Ben- 
ton chapter the Daughters of the 
American Resin named for tne 
wife of the famous Missourian. 

The exercises were public and were at- 
tended by representatives of the Com- 
mercial Club, the Missouri Valley His- 
torical Society, city officials and other 
civic and national organizations. Six 
hundred invitations had been issued. 

The tablets on either side of the huge 
stone tell the story of the greatness and 
foresight of the pioneer legislator, to- 
gether with a brief history of his life 
and an allegorical forecast for the great- 
ness of Kansas City. 

Under a bas relief likeness is the fol- 
lowing: 

“Thomas Hart 
Hillsborough, N. C., 
in Washington, D. C., 
called ‘Apollo,’ ‘Wild Buffalo,’ ‘A 
Gnarled Oak,’ ‘Old Bullion.’ First and 
greatest statesman west of the Missis- 
sippi. To Lim is due the cheap land sys- 
tem, specie standard, Oregon, California

martyr to slavery. A national states- 
man who never was connected with a 
single act of personal dishonor or one 
unworthy act of legislation.” 

Picture on Rock. 

The other tablet shows a picture of 
Benton standing on what is known as 
‘*Benton’s Rock,’’ on the bank of the 
Missouri River near here. Dressed in 
the strapped trousers, high hat and 
frock coat of the period, with one 
hand stretched out over the expanse of 
waters, the designer has used the pose 
as he stood when he prophesied the 
transformation of the village, then 
known as Westport Landing to the 
‘largest city west of St. Louis.’’ Under 
the figure are the following words: 

‘“‘Here where these rocky bluffs meet 
and turn aside the sweeping current of 
this mighty river; here where the Mis- 
souri, after pursuing her southern course 
for nearly 2000 miles, turns eastward to 
meet the Mississippi, a great manufac- 
turing and commercial community will 
congregate and less than a generation 
will see a great city.” 

The dedication of the monument also 
marks the twenty-first anniversary of 
tue Elizabeth Benton Chapter, and a 
history of the local organization, telling 
of its philanthropic works was read by 
Mrs. H. J. S. Seeley and presented to 
the city by Mrs. A. W. McAlester, the 
regent. 

The mass of granite was found in the 
mountains in the southern parteof the 
State after a search of many days, and 
the .entire undertaking represents the 
work of nine years on the part of the 
Iiizabeth Benton Chapter. 

The dedicatory services were presided 
over by Mrs. Mark 8. Saalisbury, State 
regent of the D. A. R., whose efforts 
contributed much to the success of the 
enterprise. The Benton Memorial Com- 
mittee, which is comprised of the fol- 
lowing, also was active in the work: 
Mrs. H. J. Seeley, Mrs. Henter M. 
Meriwether, Mrs. Andrew W. McAlester, 
Mrs. Selden R. Robertson and Mrs. 8S. B. 
Davis. 

The invocation was delivered by Rev.

| THE WATER RATE ISSUE. 

‘In asserting that the proposed rates to manu- 
facturers in the pending revision bill are below 
cost, the Civic League and other opponents of 
the ‘measure take the average cost per 10¢ cubic 
Meters as a basis. But it is cheaper to serve large 
jsousumers: than small consumers. 

‘It is true that all water sold should be metered. 
It is the 
only way to find out precisely how much water 
each consumer uses and what he should pay to 
the water revenue. It is the first necessary step 
to an equitable adjustment of rates. 

We find from the Ciyic League’s figures that 
the metered water users are only 7 per cent of 
the consumers, but they pay 36 per cent of rev- 
enue. It stands to reason that the metered water 
users, who are the large consumers, are served 
more cheaply than the flat rate users. It is cheap- 
er to serve large quantities of water to a few 
large consumers than to serve small quanti- 
ties of water to many consumers. 

The average cost, therefore, is not a fair 
standard of cost for both large and small con- 
sumers. In order to get a scientific basis for 
rate-making it is necessary to classify consum- 
ers and ascertain the average cost for each class. 
A large consumer may pay less than the aver- 
age cést of serving water to all classes of consum- 
ers, yet pay more than the cost of serving water 
to his own class. 

In business great reductions can profitably be 
made to purchasers of large quantities of goods, 
who may be cheaply served. In the city’s water 
business the same rule applies and in addition 
there is the advantage of having large water con- 
sumers buy from the city, and thus help to sup- 
port the waterworks plant instead of going direct 
to the river for their supply of water. If the 
large consumerg should cease to take water from 
the city, on account of high rates, the rates to 
other consumers would be greatly increased. 

Apart, however, from the question of equity in 
rates, the revision bill embodies a municipal pol- 
icy of offering cheap water to attract manufactur- 
ers to St. Louis. The issue of the bill is this 
policy. Does St. Louis want to gain manufactur- 
ing plants? Do we want to offer as cheap water 
for manufacturing purposes here as any other city 
offers? Are we willing to pay the price of get- 
ting factories for the benefits they bring? 

In order to get industrial plants which con- 
tribute greatly to the growth and prosperity of 
cities, various inducements are offered. Some 
cities offer free sites; some offer freedom from 
taxation or reduced taxes. The St. Louis busi- 
ness men think cheap water—as cheap, at least, 
as our chief competitors offer—would help. 

Shall we make a little money on the sale of 
water at the expense of St. Louis’ growth, or try 
to increase our industries, wealth, population and 
prosperity by sacrificing a little water revenue? 

THH ONE THING NEEDFUL. 

In enlisting former President Taft for the Re- 
publican national convention and Speaker Clark 
for the Democratic national convention, St. 
Louis has obtained two strong allies in both 
camps.

Louis is prepared to do her part. The city must 
have sufficient funds pledged to meet the de- 
mands of the National Committee.

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BUSINESS INVASION OF TOWER GROVE. 
Business men in Tower Grove Park vicinity 
seek to have a thoroughfare for business vehicles 
“condemned” through the park—and we protest 
on behalf of the people for whom the sequestered 
charm and beauty of parks should be preserved 
inviolate. 

No plea of private business convenience should 
over-ride public rights anywhere—least of all in 
a park, which is set apart for public recreation. 
Tower Grove Park is an oasis of beauty in a sor- 
did setting, and it would be as great a shame to 
open an ordinary street through its bowered 
charms as it would be to despoil Shaw’s Garden. 
We need more—not. fewer—exclusive parks for 
the. publie’s ‘enjoyment. Business should not be 
permitted to invade one any more than another, 
and no stronger reasons of convenience exist for 
marring one than for marring them all. 
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While a distressful famine in $1 bills is report- 
ed just now in some sections of Missouri, the time 
cannot be recalled when there has been exactly 
what might be called an epidemic of them. 
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WHEN A POET IS EXECUTED. 

Not every day do we have a chance to observe 
a poet under the sentence of the law to death. 
Though art is long and life is brief, it ig gel- 
dom that the universally lamented disparity be- 
tween the two is increased by the public execy- 
tioner, as in Joe Hillstrom’s case. 

His poetical output was not especially distinc- 
tive, but there is enough of it to show the artistic 
temperament. Given the choice under the curi- 
ous Utah statute between death by shooting or 
death by hanging, he, of course, instantly reject- 
ed the form of dissolution with the more re- 


pulsive and degrading associations. To say, “shot 
in the Far West” will be a more agreeable ex- 
planation for the members of his family in 
Sweden, if any survive, than to say, “hanged in 
Salt Lake jail.” 

While efforts were being made for clemency, 
he declined to beg for his life. His last request 
was that his body should be buried in Wyoming 
because -he did “not want to be found dead in 
Utah”—a bitter jibe worthy of a Villon, who 
himself narrowly escaped execution several times 
for robbery and murder. 

And setting aside all question as to the justice 
of his sentence, his end was not unworthy of a 
poet. That he resisted and laid about him with 
a club secreted for the purpose when officers 
came to take him before the firing squad may 
seem to, show deficiencies in the artistic tempera- 
ment, which is supposed to have measured al! 
heights and depths and plumbed all emotions for 
the construction of a philosophy of its own. 
He resisted, not because he lacked resignation 
or to show malicious resentment to his execu- 
tioners, but to minister to his own physical and 
mental necessities. His moment of horror, im- 


‘aginatively magnified, revealed to him his own

need of the tonic of endeavor and struggle —of 
an old-fashioned fight. | 

One wonders that condemned ones do not oft- 
ener resort to this tonic. What thing more de- 
pressing and unnerving to the already agonized 
spirit, concerned for its future, than the physical 
sense of rabbit-like helplessness and utter im- 
potence at such a time. Joe put up a good old- 
fashioned fight that set the blood to bounding 
and then perhaps walked to face the rifles with 
something like an illusion that he was meeting 
a conventional Western end as the result of an 
encounter in whish-unequal odds had beeh brave- 
ly accepted. 

Did he really refuse to make an alibi defense 
because it would break faith with a woman? 
If this-was only an invention of poetic fantasy, it 
fits the artistic temperament well. How worthy 
of a fate-harrassed poet, if it was true! 

With the “friends of peace” calling for the as- 
sassination of the President, the dove must be in 
a bad way. 
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FINE ARTS AND ZOOLOGY CLASH. 

Because lightsome esthetics has a rather long 
score to settle with matter-of-fact, disillusioning 
science, was it any reason why fine arts and zo- 
ology should have met in so violent a collision 
at the city. hall? 

When fine arts sniffed at a part of the opposi- 
tion as the “representatives of monkeys,” nothing 
so deeply personal was intended, Zoology, of 
course, represents the monkeys—that’s its busi- 
ness—and is proud to represent them. 

But why provocation and incitement of so point- 
ed and scornful a nature as the remark from fine 
arts to the effect that ‘“‘all men”—especially so- 
dlogists and witnesses in admiralty cases—“are 
l'ars, more or less”? 

Future white books and blue books and red 
books will tell the beginning of it. Nobody can 
tell the end yet. But with hostilities already 
opened, it is pertinent to suggest the ill adaption 
of the city hall to the deployment of hostile forces 
and organization of armed “drives.” 

With the very topography that shines in war 
maps, Forest Park itself, whose, impatred com- 
munications were the cause of the ultimatum, is, 
of course, the place. While ethics betakes itself to 
Art Hill and hoists its flag over its masonry re- 
doubt there, science can entrench within its own 
frontiers along Zoo Valley. There it has already 
wire entanglements at the deer park. It can hurl 
bird cages and lions’ dens and a formidable weight 
of other reinforced construction at the enemy— 
with or without their zoological tenants. 

And have not the magazines of Art Hill muni- 
tions of war in great store—marbles and bronzes 
and other wrought metals that can be broken up 
or melted down into missiles? Some things of 
which Art Hill has ‘“‘more or less,” indeed, as fine 
arts itself would say, were better used for ammu- 
nition than for anything else. 
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Europe has long been noted for cheapness. 
Now she has made human life the cheapest 


thing. 
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OLD HOME DAY FOR BULL MOOSE.

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ELECTRIC LOCOMOTIVES FOR THE TUNNEL. 

Our traveling man who complained about the 
suffocating gases in the Terminal tunnel, through 
which he is forced to travel several times a 
week, says “I wish to advise that electricity has 
finally been discovered, with sufficient power to 
pull anything which is loose at both ends.” 

Sure enough. The New York, New Haven & 

Hartford Railway has 40 miles of electrified 
track in and around its New York terminals, 
thus doing away with the smoke. The Pennsy!l- 
vania Railroad has about 30 miles in and around 
Philadelphia, the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
is electrifying 113 miles of its trackage, and 
many other railroads, here and abroad, are keep- 
ing the builders of electric equipment busy with 
orders. 
The Post-Dispatch has repeatedly urged the 
electrification of the St. Louis terminal system, 
in order to do away with the smoke nuisance 
and provide for a more up-to-date method of 
handling traffic, both through and suburban. 
The tunnel would make a good beginning, and 
“well begun is half done.’”’” What does the Public 
Service Commission say to this? 
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Hughes may be right. There have ‘been Presi- 
dents suggestive of the idea that leaving the Su- 
preme Bench for the Presidency would be getting 
down some. 
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A DRIVE FOR A SMOKE. 

A little light has been cast on the whys and 
wherefores of Germany’s latest drive, toward 
Constantinople, by the Washington Times. It 
suggests that Germany must be getting out of 
tobacco. “When the war broke out, Germany 
as well as other nations seized and placed under 
control all the tobacco factories. For a long 
time, as long as the supply lasted, German sol- 
diers on the western frontier received daily two 
cigars and two cigarettes.” 

Turkish tobacco is good tobacco, and Turkish 
cigarettes are wonderfully soothing. If it be 
true that the Kaiser's armies have finished up 
the stored supply of the weed, what more natural 
than that the eyes of the General Staff should 
turn to the land of the Hookah for relief?

$29,130 FIXED AS 
IE NIXON-JONES 
INSURANCE LOSS 


No Over-Insurance Found on 
Printing Plant Where Fire Was 
Said to Have Been Incendiary. 


The plant of the Nixon-Jones Printing 
Co. was not overinsured when it was 
partly destroyed by fire of alleged in- 
cendiary origin Sept. 4, according to an 
agreement reached between R. M. B. 
Tidd, president of the company, and ad- 
justers for the insurance companies. The 
agreement fixes the ‘‘sound”’ value of the 
equipment at $55,000. The insurance. car- 
ried was $53,600. The amount of the ac- 
tual loss, as agreed on, for which the 
room companies are liable, if no 
fraud is prowen, is $25,130. 5 

The agreement has been sent by, the 
adjusters to the 27 companies with which 
the insurance was placed. The com- 
panies will decide whether to pay the 
claim or contest it. 

The agreement is without considera- 
tion. In other words, no inducement was 
cffered to the insurance companies. The 
estimates of values and losses were 
made by the adjusters in the usual way 
and it was found when the representa- 
tives of the printing company and the 
representatives of the insurancé com- 
panies came together that their esti- 
mates were not far apart. 

Under a ‘‘co-insurance’’ clause in the 
policies, the printing company has to 
share with the insurance companies its 
proportion of the loss that is repre- 
sented by the difference bétween the 
total insurance and the total] value of the 
equipment and stock. The printing com- 
pany, by reason of not carrying insur- 
ance to the full value of the -plant, has 
to bear $609.14 of the loss, under this 
clause. 

Tidd and the printing company were 
represented in the adjustment negotia- 
tions by the Mangson, Weiss, Harding 
& Dowdall Adjustment Co. Most of the 
insurance companies were represent- 
ed by W. C. Carter and the Western 
Adjustment and Inspection Co. S. E, 
Lowe and P. J. Heffernan each repre- 
sented one cempany. . 

Tidd, who is Mayor of Webster Groves, 
was indicted Oct. 1 on the charge of ar- 
son in the third degree. The investiga- 
tion which resulted in the indictment 
grew out of the discovery of barrels and 
boxes of gasoline on the premises after 


the fire had been extinguished. 

The amount of insurance carried by 
the firm was inguired into by the grand 
jury. Information had been given to 
Circuit Attorney Harvey that the total 
was $62,000, of which $30,000 had been 
taken out since July 1. Officials of the 
company admitted that the insurance 
had been increased, to cover new equip- 
ment, but denied that the insurance ex- 
ceeded the value. The agreement which 
has now been signed confirms them in 
this statement.

UNITED RAILWAYS 
AGENTS GET ITNEY | 
MEASURE THROUGH 


Aldermen Pass Ordinance Re- 
quiring $25 License and $5000 
Bond of Operators. 


The Board of Aldermen passed a bill 
vesterday afternoon which United Rail- 
ways agents lobbied for, regulating jit- 
ney service cars and requiring each jit- 
uey operator to pay a license fee of $265 
and furnish a gurety bond of $5000, the 
onnual premium of which would average 
about $200. 

The aldermanic body defeated a bread- 
wrapping bill which was advocated at 
public hearings by a score of women 
representing every women's civic or- 
panization in the city. A delegation of 
bakers opposed to the bill packed the 
gallery of the aldermanic chamber and 
cheered lustily as the bill’s supporters 
made eloquent explanations of their 
votes. President Haller finally ended 
the applause by threatening to clear the 
floor where many of the bakers had 
found vantage points. 

The bread-wrapping bill, as amend- 
ed, provided that small bakers need 
not wrap bread on the shelves until 
it was passed over the counter, but 
large bakeries making wagon “deliv- 
eries would have had to wrap the 
loaves in sanitary coverings before 
loading the bread into the wagons. 
Bakers objected on the ground that 
it would add useless expense to the 
business when experience had demon- 
strated that the public generally ob- 
jected to having its bread wrapped 
when still warm. Less than 6 per 
cent of the trade today was in 
wrapped bread, bakers said, although 
both 56 and 10 cent wrapped loaves 
were offered by the larger bakeries. 
Bread-wrapping machines cost $1200 
and upward, bakers said. The.meas- 
ure failed by a vote of 18 to 9. 

Heated Debate on Jitney Bill. 

The jitney bill was the subject of 
heated debate, some of the Aldermen 
contending that it was designed to 
end competition with the United Rail- 
ways Co. Aldermen Haft, Schwartz, 
Eilers and Bergt led the fight on the 
jitney bill, but it was adopted 21 to 6. 

The measure carries an emergency 
clause and will be effective immediately 
if approved by Mayor Kiel, to whom it 
will gv in 10 days. The bill requires all 
motor cars engaged in the business of 
carrying passangers, for 25-cent fares or 
less, to furnish a bond and pay a license. 
It exempts taxicabs that charge higher 
rates, and it was the opinion of Alder- 
man Hart, he said, that the ordinance 
wou.d be held invalid because of this 
alleged class discrimination. 

Other provisions of the ordinance re- 
quire the autos to stop at all intersec- 
tions of streets used by steam or elec- 
tric railways, and forbids solicitation of 
passengers except by displaying a sign 
bearing the destination and fare of the 
car. Alderman Koenig introduced and 
assisted in the preparation of the Dill. 
Only a few of the traffic regulations 
suggested by Director of Streets Talbert 
were incorporated. 

More Pay for Street Foremen. 

Aldermah Hart introduced a bill to in- 
crease the pay of foremen and assistant 
superintendents in the cleaning division 
of the Street Department. ‘t carries 
with it an appropriation of $3000 to pay 
the proposed increases for the rest of the 
fiscal year. 

A bill creating the position of Fire 
Marsnal at $2500 a year was reported by 
the Public Safety Committee with the 
recommendation that it be killed, be- 
cause it was thought to be unconstitu- 
tional as drawn. It was referred back 
to the committee for further considera- 
tion. 

A bill regulating cheap lodging houses 
was reported favorably by the Public 
Welrare Committee and will be acted on 
at the next meeting, Friday,? Dec. 3. 
The A'dermen decided to skip a meeting 
next week to permit week-end visits by 
those desiring to celebrate Thanksgiving 
in the country, 


WABASH SUES TO COMPEL 
ROACH TO ISSUE A LICENSE 


Secretary of State Recently Had Re- 
fused to Grant One to 
Reorganized Railroad. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. ®™.—The Wa- 
bash Railroad today tiled an applica- 
tion in the State Supreme Court for a 
mandamus to compel Secretary of State 
Roach to issue to it a license as a for- 
eign corporation. 

Roach recently refused to grant the 
license on the ground that a railroad 
company desiring to do business in the 
State must be incorporated here. The 
Wabash recently was reorganized and 
incorporated under the laws of Indiana. 

The court today granted a temporary 
mandamus order and allowed the Wa- 
bash and Roach 10 days in which to

The compound of the shrines is ex- 
tensive. It is almost enshrouded from 
both sunshine and rain by a thick grove 
of ancient pines and cryptomeria trees, 
most of them having survived many 
centuries. The inner precinct, which 1 
called the “Divine Park,”’ contains % 
pretty miniature lake. Beyond rises & 
hill finely wooded with cryptomerias. 
camphor trees and maples. The sacred 
buildings are reconstructed every 4 
years. 

At the appointed hour the Emperor 
left his temporary headquarters and 
proceeded to the inner shrine at Uji, 
accompanied by his retinue. The pro- 
cession was unique and picturesque, Ar- 
riving at the gate of the outer wall, 
passing through the first and second 
torri, the Emperor alighted from his car- 
riage and walked the rest of the way. 

Arriving at the second outer fence, 
the Emperor was offered hemp and salt 
by. the Shinto priests. wherewith hie 
majesty purified himself, according to 
the Shinto ritual. 

At the gate of the third outer fence 
the Emperor washed his hands with wa- 
ter to purify himself again before en- 
tering the shrines. In the meantime the 
chief officiating priest and junior priests 
had opened the door of the main shrine 
and had placed the offerings consisting 
of silk fabrics, thread and hemp on the 
stands before the altar. 


Emperor Woeorships Alene, 

Presently the imperial procession ar- 
rived at the gate of the inner fence, 
where the Crown Prince, Princes ana 
Princesses of the bieod and all other 
members of the retinue stopped and 
took their positions outside the gate. 
The Emperor, attended only by the 
ritualists and chamberlains carrying the 
sacred sword and gem and holding the 
umbrella and by a chamberlain carry- 
ing the box “containing the imperial 
baton, proceeded through the gate on ‘to 
the steps in front of the main shrine. 

All attendants stopped at the foot of 
the steps and sat upon the floor. The 
Emperor ascended the steps and, enter- 
ing the hall, took his seat at the front 
of the shrine. Then he _ silently wor- 
shipped the great imperial ancestres~. 

After returning to the temporary head- 
quarters the Emperor started to the 
outer shrine at Yamada to worship be- 
fore the spirit o@ Toyouke-no-okam), the. 
goddess of food. The imperial proces — 
sion and the ritual proceedings were 
quite the same as during the imperial 
visit to the inner shrine. 

.The imperia! visit to the great shrines 
is a rare occurrence. Every Emperor 
and Empress makes personal visit to 
the shrine only once tn life, namely. 
after the coronation ceremogy. 

The shrines at Ise are not only held 
in great respect by the imperial court 
but are held in adoration by the whole 
Japanese people. Half a million of pil- 
grims visit the shrines’ every | Year, 
chiefly in winter and spring, when the 
country folk have more leisure than at 
other seasons.
